Over a Hundred Lives Lost—An 


Hatire Towh Wiped Out. 


The People Appealing for Aid—Appall- 


ing Destruction of Life and 
Property. 


CHICAGO, September 8.—A speciai to the 
Times from ‘Sand Beach, Mich., dated Sep- 
tember 7, 11415 a. m., says: The fire of last 
night was worse and did more damage than 
that of 1871. The townsof Bad Axe, Verona, 
Port Hope and Huron City are all burned. 
Eight dead bodies were brought into Port 
Hope before § o’clock this morning. At least 
one hundred lives have been lost in this 
county. R.J. Meade and his whole family, 
living four miles wegt of Sand Beach, 
were burned. <A child of James Meade 
was found dead this morning. James 
Maule and wife have not been found. One 
family were foundin « weil safe, but all their 
goods, horses and barns were burned. The 
people in Verona burried themselves in their 
gardens. The hose company of this town 
was up all last night and are now wetting the 
streets, houses, barns ete. The only danger 
here is from sparks and cinders. 

' 8:30 P. M. 

The town of Sand Beach is shrouded in 
total darkness and business is suspended. 
The hose ompany chave been wetting the 
business portions of the place. The gas and 
lamps are lighted. Many have their clothing 
and a portion of their bedding packed ready to 
co to the lake. The smoke is|stifling. The train 
due here at 2:20 turned back at Deckerville, 
twenty-five miles south of here. The people 
there have buried most of their clothing and 
furniture. J. Jenks & Co.’s salt block in this 
place caught fire, but the hose company suc- 
ceeded in putting it out before much damage 
was done. The town is supplied with the 
Holly water-works throughout the business 
portion, and no very great fears are entertain- 
ed for its safety. Heayy roaring can be heard 
off to the northwest, which some think is 
thunder and others a tornado. (Une farmer 
fifteen miles southwest of here lost 
his house and barn and 600 
bushels of wheat and 300 bushels of oats. His 
insurance haa expired three days previously. 
A widow west of Verona:lost her house and

Up to the present time twelve bodies have 
been found and brought into town. It is re- 
ported from Port Hope that twelve persons 


are known to have been burned 
near there. More are missing who, 
it is feared, have been » burned. 


The entire town of Verona is burned with 
the exception of the‘hotel and church. The 
inhabitants have saved nothing. There is 
not a pound of flourin the village. A letter 
from the County Treasurer of Bad Axe dated 
yesterday says fifty families are without a 
roof to cover them. The ceunty building and 
records are safe. They have appealed to the 
Mayors of Port Huron and Detroit for aid, 
as no provisions or clothing were 
saved. -No one canimagine the havoc that 
was made by yesterday’s and last night’s fire. 
One little child was found clasped in an older 
sister’s arms, and two others near by were 
burned toacrisp. One entire family, con- 
sisting of five persons, was burned within 
twenty rods of their house. Reports from 
what isknown as the Erskine State, eight 
miles west of here and running south through 
the township of Paris,are heartrending. Dead 
bodies are lying along the road and in the door- 
yards, having apparently been overtaken by 
fire. Port Hope was entirely consumed. 
Huron City is entirely destroyed. The 
depot and Ward’s Elevator at Menden, four- 
teen miles south of here were burned. There 
has been no railroad, mail or telezraphic 
communication since yesterday at noon. The 
fire company has been at work in this place 
constantly since yesterday at | p. m., wet- 


ting buildings. The safety of the 
town depends upon the wind. 


Large coals of tire have been blowing into 
the town through the day. It is thought 
the worst is passed. These dispatches are 
sent by boat to Port Huron. The best esti- 
mate that can be made at present place the

500. 
FROM EAST SAGINAW. 


EAST SAGINAW, MICH., September &.— 
During last nightthe wind hauled around 
to north-northeast and blew fast all day. 
The atmosphere was also materially cooled, 
the thermometer dropping to 4 degrees, 
a change of 32 degrees in twenty-four hours. 
At no time since the fire commenced has the 


smoke been so dense as this afternoon. At 
5 o’clock it was 80 dark 
that the stores, business places, 


mills and residences were lighted up, and the 
peculiar tinge of the sky gave the entire 
heavens a weird appearance. During the af- 
ternoon telegraphic communication with St. 
Louis and Vassar was established. Reports 
received from those points say that the fire 
along the St; Louis road has evidently dgne 
its worst and Is working back into the coun- 
try on either side. Trains are running regu- 
larly on the St. Louis road, and no further 
interference is anticipated. 

In Saginaw and Keoghvilte township 
fires are still raging and doing great. dam- 
age. Several farmers are reported to have 
lost crops. Many miles of fences are totally

People have 
plowed around their houses in that section, 
taking every precaution to save the property. 
No fires are reported in the vicinity of St. 
Charles and Chesaning, west of this eity, but 
fires are running through Maple Grove town- 
ship, this county, and New Haven,Shiawassee 
county, and doing great damage. The fires 
east of this city are very low, and the de- 
struction to-day'has been great, particularly 
along the plank toad between this city and 
Vassar and on the Watrousville plank road, 
a portion of which has been destroyed. 
Probably thirty families have been burned 
out in Buena Vigta township and Blumfield 


} township, in this county, and thirty miles of 


fences have been’ burned up. People seven 
miles out from this city, in that section, 
are hauling waterto keep their stock alive. 
The situation alj through this region of the 
country is gloomy in the extreme. On Otter 
Lake branch of the Flint and Pere Marquette 
road there has been a vast destruction of ti 

ber and fences, and a portion of the track has 
been burned. Four car-loads of ties were or- 
dered there to-day to repair the damage. A 
dispatch was received by the roadmaster 
about 4 p. m., stating that fires had started 
below Milford, and asking for help. It is 
feared that un'ess rain comes immediately 
the points hitherto escaping, but in the fire- 
belt, will suffer: immensely. A reporter 
who came in last gight from Cass City, Tus- 


cola county, reports the country 
east for eight miles swept 


by fire. But one buildiug is standing. 
A number ofhotsesin the south part the 
village were burned, but the business por- 
tion is allright. A special messenger also 
arrived from Cass City with a letter signed 
by the president of the village to Frank H.

A public meeting was held 
last night and a load of provisions sent to 
Cass City. A report from Caseville says the 
tire from the woods consumed almost every 
building in the village of Huron City, in- 
cluding Langdon Ilubbard’s residence, stave, 
log and grist-mill, three barns and contents, 
and a dock—driving the people into the lake 
for Shelter.

itants were gathered destitute of food and 
clothing.

The wind changed to- 
day from southwest to northeast, 
which has checked the fires toa certain ex- 
tent. Areport to-night from Clio states 
there is considerable fire three-quarters of a 
mile north. Although the wind is from that 
quarter now no apprehension is felt at pres- 
ent as to the village. There has been consid- 
erable fire all day and more or less destruc- 
tion of fences has been caused thereby. 
The loss of fences has prov- 
ed troublesome to the farmers 
and others having stock, which is now run- 
ning atlarge. The village and surrounding 
country present a gloomy and forbidding as- 

ect on account of the smoke. Travel on the 
Watsonville road, five miles out from this 
city, is cut off. The heaviest fires are on the 
DoW . C. At Gage’s Farm, on the Indian- 
town road, about 200 tons of hay was 
much endangered and other property 
is in great danger in that direction. On the 
Deerfield road, as far as could be learned, 
the farmers were obliged to do hard work 
in fighting the fire during the night, but the 
change of wind gave them a short respite in 
the morning and enabled them to breathe 
more freely, as their buildings were thus 


laced out of further danger. 
‘rom Deputy Sheriff Forrest, who 
rode over a large section of country, 


visiting Bridgeport, Frankemath, Btumfield, 
and other points, it is learned that fires pre- 
vail more or less over the whole area of the 
country through which he passed, and in 
some instances women and children could be 
seen making for places of safety.

THE FOREST FIRES. 

PORT SANILAC, MICH... September 8&.— 
Forest fires have destroyed both property 
and life. Port Hope and Huron City, Huron 
county, are totally destroyed, the inhabitants 
leaving everything and fleeing to the lake for 
their lives, leaving their property to be con- 
sumed. Many were burned to death while 
trying to escape the fire. It is stated by good 
authority that 100 or more people perished in 
the flames in the vicinity of Port Hope 
and Huron City. Verona Milis, Charleston 
and Bad Axe are all lying mashes. Reports 
are coming in every hour about persons being 
found dead. Richmondville, seven miles 
north of this place, was all swept away. In 
Forrestertown two bodies were identitied as 
thoseof Abel Thornton and wife. Christ. 
Thornton, John Mohal), Sarah Varkey and a 
boy, name unknown, were burned to death. 
several more are reported lost. It is esti- 
mated that a thousand families are made 
homeless, with nothing but what they have 
on their backs. Relief parties go from here, 
doing whatthey can. At Sandusky seven 
have been found dead, some of them suf- 


focated in the wells, several 
persons being blinded by the 
stifling smoke. It is not all 


over yet, as the wind nged from south- 
west to northeast, driv back the fire on 
those who had escaped before. If rain does 
not come soon the worst is feared. Some- 
thing must be done or the people will suffer 


with hunger and for want of medicine. Ev- 
erything is as dry as tinder. Port Sanilac 
is not in as much danger as 


yesterday. The fire is about two miles west of 
the town now. Ifthe wind holds the same 
until evening comes Sanilac will escape. 

AT MINDEN, 

MINDEN, MICII., September 7, via Port Sa- 
nilac, Mich.—A terrible fire has been raging 
west of Minden since noon yesterday. The 
smoke has caused an Egyptian darkness 
at . midday...

The remains of Henry Cole have been found 
at Charleston. A family of seven residing 
near by,named Redmond, were found dead in 
a well suffocated. A family named Susula, 
Paris township, Huron county, were burned 
to death. An old lady was also found dead. 
It is thought that not less than 
thirty, perhaps titty, persons have 
perished. The townships of Delaware, 
and Austin, Sanilac county, and Bingham, 
Sherman and Paris, Huron county, are al- 
most a burned desert. Crops were harvest- 
ed. Nearly all has been consumed. Com- 
municationis cut off. The railroad tracks 
and telegraph poles are burned. This dis- 
patch is carried eighteen miles to a telegraph 


station. ‘The smoke is stifling, and 
many are nearly blind. Tuere 
are no signs ef rain. Other 


towns may be destroyed soon, The total loss 
to property is not less than $200,000, with 
very /ittle. insurance, and few are able to 
bear the loss.

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| A SORRY SIGNAL. 


Masked Bandits Again Stop and 
Rob a Train at Glendale. 


Passengers Compelled to Give Up 
Their Cash and Valuables. 


— 


A Graphic Description of the Exciting 
Scene on the Train. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

INDEPENDENCE, Mo., September 8.—The 
Chicago and Aiton express west was stopped 
last night by nine masked men, two miles 
west of Glendale, the scene of the former 
train robbery. and five miles east of this 
place. The robbers had placed lanterns ani 
obstructions upon the track, and when the 
train reached the spot, about 9 o’clock, 
several shots were fired. The engineer 
brought the train toa standstill immediate- 
ly in front of a pile of rock and logs, and the 
robbers|boarded the express car, knocking the 
messenger, J. Fox, downand dealing him 
severaljheavy blows,which may prove fatal.He 
made every resistance in his power. but the 
yang broke open the safe and taok away its 


contents, vaiued at $25,000. The 
passengers were then robbed of 
their money and valuables, earrings, 


watches, jewelry, etc., and the robbers made 
off in the thicket just before the arrival of & - 
freight train coming up the grade behind the 
express. <(‘onductor Hazlebraker, of the 
express, Was fired at, but he escaped unhurt. 
The alarm was given upon the arrival of the 
train at Kansas City, and a posse at once set 
out in pursuit by special train. FrankjLom- 
bard the news agent on the train, 
states that the robbers were all armed 
with Henry rifles and when the train shack- 
ened speed at the lantern signals they began 
to shoot atrandom. They called out to the 
gee ey a to remain quiet and keep their 

eads inside the car. Nearly one hundred 
passengers were aboard the train, and they 
were ail terrorized. After robbing the ex- 
press car the gang came through the train 
and made search for secreted valuables. The 
ladies were told to sit down on the floor, and 
their earrings, brooches and  pocket- 
books were taken from them. One 
gentleman had 450 taken from his pants 
pocket. The news agent hid himself and his 
money in the smoking car, but he was found 
by three of the gang ani ordered to he down. 
With a rifle placed to his head he was told to 
fork over his cash, and he promptly obeyed: 
Burton, the brakeman, ran down the eut to 
warn the approaching train, and several shots 
were firedat him. The engineer shouted: 
**For God’s sake, don’t shoot the boy. He 
is saving the lives of these people.” 

One of the gang then ordered the rest to 
stop shooting, and when the brakeman come 
back the robbers asked if he had lost any-+ 
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thing. He answered: “Yes, fifty cents.’ 
Burton was then given $1 50 by one of the 
gang, and he heard one of them 


say to the engineer: “‘Cheppy Foot, you’re 
too good 2 man to keep at this business. 
Here’s 32 to buy a drink in the morning and 
drink it for Jesse ames. 
I warn you, you'll be killed if you don’t leave 
this read. e are going to tearup and burst 
the Alton and the Rock Island Roads,for the y 
have been offering rewards for us.

GARFIELD’S NEW HOME. 


The Francklyn Cottage at Long 
Branch—The Sick-Chamber. 
From the Philadeiphia Times. 

The Ffancklyn Cottage, which is to be the 
President’s home while here, has been care- 
fully prepared for his arrival and everything 
is now inreadiness except the arrangement 
of the room he isto occupy. Attorney-Gen- 
eral Wayne MacVeagh and Mrs. MacVeagh, 
who arrived here to-night,will attend to that, 
although itis probable the jiedgment ‘of Mrs. 
Garfield, and perhaps the physidians, may 
bave to be consulted as to whether the Presi- 
dent shall be taken upstairs or have quarters 
on the first floor. Most likely it will be left to 
the President himself, and the present un- 
derstanding is that the fine large dining-room 
down stairs will be suitably prepared so that 
he may be ovlaced there immediately 
upon his arrival, and if be does not 
like it or the physicians disapprove of the lo- 
cation, he can be carried upstairs afterwards, 
although such atransfer would necessarily 

be attended with some discomfort on account 
of the construction of the beavy oaken stair- 
Ways. Which have turnings atthe landings 
und high balustrades, above Which he would 
have to be lifted. The dining-room in ques- 
tion is a suitable apartment to be used for the 
President’s sick-chamber, but it has the dis- 
advantage of being a littie near the entrance, 
and unless extraordinary precautions were 
used the noises incidental to entering and 
leaving the cottage would reach the sufferer’s 
ears. Asso often happens with this styleof 
cottage there is no entry immedéately in 
front. The central projecting portion is en- 
closed and has windows above, with a vine- 
laden baleony above that, then more windows 
and above that the gabled roof. 

The entry is alittle at one side, under the 
porte coche, and the doors are in two parts, 
so that the upper one may be readily opened 
and conversation easily exchanged while the 
lower part remains closed. By this arrange- 
ment communication without any ene oiit- 
side coming in or any one inside going out is 
made an easy matter. Immediately within 
the vestibule is the hall, a high, wide apart- 
ment, with a fireplace, low tables, littered 
with curious things, and a few oddly capari- 

‘soned chairs and an overhanging balcony. Of 

equal width with this hall and extending en- 
tirely back is the dining-room, the 
iloor elevation of which is about two feet 
bigher than the hall, and is approached by 
two easy landings, like adais. These land- 
ings have pedestals and small articles of fur- 
niture inthe corners, and an immense por- 
tiere of some heavy DP ersian stuff extends en- 
tirely across it, hung-on rings, so that two 
apartments may be isolated at pleasure or 
preserved 1n an unbroken view. One corner 
contains a high old-fashioned clock. The 
hall and dining-room take up the whole 
depth of the cottage, which is probably fifty 
feet. Aboye the division where the por- 
tiere hangs there is a rack, such as is often 
seen on the top of old English mantel-pieces, 
which is filled with plates and pots and jugs 
and such odd fancies. 

The fireplace inthe dining-room is very 
large and wide, with a very ornamental 
chimney-piece, also littered with curiosities, 
and the ceiling is lofty. Itis heavily paneled 
throughout with wood and cork. In places, 
as over the chimney-piece, the dark wood is 
in relieved panels, cutin whorl-shaped de- 
signs. The cork covering some sections of 
the walls is eutin smali pieces ofa great 
variety of shapes, cleverly set in place like 
Mosaic work. Thereis a curious dresser of 
hard wood built high in one corner, with pro- 
jecting shelves and odd nooks and corners, 
some open and some withdoors. The floor is | 
littered with rugs, tittle ones of crimson and 
biack and large ones of buff and: chocolate, 
and the furniture is of thatsimple but artistic 
form sensibly conforming shape, design and 
material to the purpose intended. 

The rear middle section opens upon a small 
veranda reached Wy two steps, and from 
there nothing can be seen saye the sea. It

The Mazatlan Explosion. 
From the San Francisco Call. 

Mr. J. P. Shaw, a resident of Oakland, who 
lately returned from Mazatlan, has given to a 
Call reporter the following account of the 
powder explosion which took place there on 
the 28th of last month: At twenty minutes 
to6onthe morning of that day a little girl 
inthe town said to her mother, ‘“‘Oh, mother, 
the powder magazine is smoking,’ and the 
instant afterward the powder blew up, com- 
pletely agg? 3 forty houses situated all 
around. it. Jith a strange indifference to 
life the powder was stored in a vacant 
thickly populated tenement houses. It will 
never be known how many were killed 
by the emplosion, but at the low esti- 
mate of five persons to each house there must 
have been two hundred persons in the houses 
which were destroyed, and of these at least 
two-thirds must have been killed. The re- ; 
mainder were dug out by soldiers in garrison 
at Mazatlan. The houses were built of sun- 
dried adobes and were absolutely pulverized. 
Horses, dogs, burros, cats, fowls and other 
animals without number were destroyed, and 
besides the inmates of the houses a number 
of water-carriers, who are in the habit of 
coming down with their burros from the 
mountains about that hour for supply of wa- 
ter, were killed by the explosion. The 
shock was felt all over the town, and the 
door ofthe room in which Mr. Shaw was 
sleeping, nearly a mile away, was blown open 
and the key blown out upon the floor. r. 
Shaw ran out upon the verandaand saw the 
sky completely filled with floating debris, 
dust and smoke. The digging was carried on 
without anv system and each one duga_ hole 
where it seemed best to him. It is probable 
that many lives were lostfor want of alittle 
timely and systematic work. The cause of 
the explosion is pretty well ascertained. Two 


brothers, Mexicans, ‘were seen to 
go into the powder room early 
that morning, probably for the  pur- 


pose of stealing powder, Which is as valu- 
able as goldin that country. Shortly after 
one of them was seen to leave in a great hur- 
ry, running at the top of his speed. and once 
in a while looking back. The Mexican had 
got about 1,000 yards away from the magazine 
when it blew up, but he never stopped run- 
ning and got away to the mountains, nor has 
he ever been heard of since. It is believed 
that after he and his brother went into the 
Cease house he dropped the candle or set 

re to something by accident, and that he 
was so frightened that he ran at once, without 
telling his brother, who was blown to pieces. 


Engliand’s Expensive Navy.

There isno nation among whose public 
works economy is anywhere else so difficult, 
or where the results actually achieved in any 
other work represent so inadequately the 
outlay of money asin the building of ships of 
war. Our own country knows this well 
enough, and Russia, after an expenditure of 
fortunes on her navy, also realizes that her 
capacity to wage successful war on the sea 
would be unworthy of a much smaller State, 
England, with a just pride in her naval prow- 
ess, finds, after casting up accounts, that she, 
too, ts alarmingly worse off than she ought 
to be with the money she has spent on her 
equipment. Years agoit waslaid down in 
mp and as a truth which appears ever since 
to have been ee age asan unwritten law, 
that, to meet the barest requirements 
ofthe navyin providing against loss from 
wear and tear, and in keeping pace with in- 
ventions and with the work done by other 
nations, a construction atiggg: of at least 
20,000 tons was necessary.

A STEEPLE-CLIMBER. 


Strange ag ey ofa Man Who Gets 
Pp in the World. 
From the Troy (N. Y.) Times. 

The hundreds of people who have watched 
the operations of the man upon the towering 
steeple of the Third Street Baptist Church 
painting the wooden spire and rearranging 
the Weather vane have expressed wonder as 
to the means used to reach this lofty position. 
A reporter yesterday went up into the bel- 
fryand interviewed the most experienced 
steeple-climber in the world, James Fergu- 
son. ‘*Why, my dear boy,’’ said he, with an 
honest expression that struck home at once. 
‘T’ve spent the greater part of my life up 
among those rolling clouds. For eighteen 
vears I sailed the sea between the East In- 
dies and China before the mast, and after- 
ward occupied every station excepting that 
of Captain. WhenIwasité years of age Il 
climbed a steeple in Glasgow 300 feet high in 
half an hour. The Same feat it took the noted 
Scotchman, Steeple Jack, three days to per- 
form. I’ve been mounting steeples for the 
past seven vears as a business. The last one 
I went up previous to this was the. Chapel 
Street Presbyterian in Albany, which is 3500 
feet in height. I took down the weather vane 
inthe shape of a fish, which weighed 5827 

ounds, being of copper and loaded with 
ead. It was the first time any one had been 
up the steeple in thirty years. The hizhest 
steeple. I ever climbed went up 370 feet. 
This was in Ayrshire, Scotland. The general 
impression is that when on a steeple 
it is easier to look up than down. This 
is ali a mistake. When looking uv an 
almost irresistible feeling comes over you to 
toon d from.your seat, 
this ki 
ling’s church in Albany. 1 gazed steadily up 
for a moment into space, when, without any 
feeling of dizziness or anything of that sort, 
I beeame almost beside myself, anda kind 
of delirium came over me. I had to quit 
right then and there, fora moment laterl 
would have sprung from my seat. I can look 
steadily down and italoes not affect me. I 
seldom climb steeples in cold weather. It’s 
too confounded dangerous, the sides being 
icy and slippery. I was up ona Hudson 
steeple last January,and then vowed I’d 
swear off. climbing in winter, as I nearly fell. 
*“*They tell me this here steeple shakes when 
the wind blows. Do you Know, it’s all the 
better for that. It gives the iron rods on the 
inside play. Look out for these tau* and ap- 
parently solid steeples. They go sometimes 
with asudden crash. And, besides, I enjoy 
a ride on a swaying steeple. It reminds me of 
the days when I was atsea. Troy looks im- 
mense from the top of that —. The peo- 
ple appear like mites, while the sky bears 
the same aspect as from the street. I never 
remember of having felt dizzy when ona 
steeple. Ifeeljustas much to home away 
a there where God’s handiwork can be 
viewed in all its beauty as on the ground. 
I’ve got to, in tact, for if I didn’t you’d never 
catch me hundreds of feet from good walk- 
ing. -That arrow on the spire of the church 
I took down, gilded it, and repiaced it. Itis 
ten feet in length, and weighs all of 200 
pounds, When putting it back I held it in 
osition with one hand and tightened the 
olts with the other—no easy task, I tell you.

$10 a day. Asto the mannerin-which I as- 
cend that must remain a secret. I never 


allowan outsider to handle or examine my 
ropes. I attend strictly to business when up 
on high, and if Isaw even my wife on the 
sidewalk would refuse to recognize her. I 
just glory in being as hizh as ever I can get. 
It’s my home up there, andIthinkif 1 go 
below whenlIdie it will be a terrible piece 
of bad judgment on somebody’s part—prob- 
ably my own.”’

SENATOR BECK. 


He Explains His Position Regarding 
Senatorial Democratic Plans. 


LEXINGTON, Ky., September 8.-—-Senator 
Beck having arrived athome from his trip to 
the Northwest, a correspondent sought anin- 
terview with him relative to the published in- 
terview in which he was represented as 
making certain statements about the organ- 
ization of the Senate in case of Garfield’s 
death andadispatch from Blaine summon- 
ing him to Washington. Beck replied that 
he had beenin the Northwest for nearly a 
month on private business; that he saw very 
few newspapers, and had not seen or heard 


anything about the matter inquired 
until he reached Cincinnati. He 
said he had _ received no dispatch 


from Blaine, had not been near Washington 
and was astonished when ke heard that such 
a report was in circulation. As to the other 
report he said the only foundation for such a 
report. was that on more than one occasion 
men said to him that the Republican leaders 
were seeking to persuade the people that the 
sympathy expressed by Democrats and es- 
pecially the Democracy of the South for Pres- 
ident Garfield was allsham; that they would 
rejoice at his death and at the . assassina- 
tion of Arthur if they could elect the Presi- 
dent pro tem. of the Senate, who would 
thus become acting President. He 
denounced all such suggestions 
as to assassination as neither a Democratic 
nor a Southern vice, and maintained that our 
desire for the restoration of the President to 
health was genuine and heartfelt; that in the 
event of his death nothing revolutionary or 
illegal wouJd be attempted: that probably 
Mr. Anthony or some other conservative Re- 
ee wouid be elected; that certainly the 

emocratic party did not seek the mere scm- 
blance of temporary power by a double as- 
sassination, with one house of Congress 
against them andthe other atie. Mr. Beck 
said that he had no idea at any time that his 


statements would be reported, and 
his chief regret seems to be that any 
one would suppose that he was 


anticipating the policy to be pursued tn the 
event of the President’s death when he is so 
anxious for his recovery or that he shouid 
suggest in advance what the Democratic Sen- 
ators ought to do. He said he was only one 
of thirty-seven who had-never bolted and one 
who had never sought to dictate. He hoped 
and believed that the President would recover 
and would not indicate any course on the as- 
sumption that he would not. Whatever he 
may have said was to repel the charges or in- 
timations of bad faith or revolutionary pur- 
poses on the part of the Democracy.

Here it is 
different. The heat is terrible. There has 
been no sea breeze whatever since the Presi- 
dent arrived. Whatever breeze there is comes 
from the land, andis worse than none at all, 
so hot and stifling itis. Without exaggera- 
tion, itis hike the burning blast on opening 
an ovenorfurnance. Last night was as bad 


as any night I ever spent in St. 
Louis in July or August. No won- 
der the President could not _ sleep 


Even well and strong persons could not. The 
thermometer went to about one hundred in 
theJPresident’s cottage and the Signal Service 


indications are that this weather will 
remain the same for several days 
and may grow worse. Even Dr. 


Bliss admits privately that the change from 
Washington has been unfortunate. Many 


} who have spent the entire summer in Wash- 


ington say that the heat here is greater than 
there, but while this is doubtless an element 
in the President’s case it is doubtful whether 
even the most favorable change in 
the weather will secure his recovery. Air 
alone cannot save him. Aid must come from 
the inside, and not outside. The best that 
the most hopeful of his physicians and attend- 
ants say is. that he is holding 
his own, but that means little whenit is re- 
membered that he was dving—was abandoned 
even by Dr. Bliss a fortnight ago, and 
death was arrested by stimulants, artificial 
means and something like a miracle.

Sores all over the body an 
on his rectum make every motion and even 
quietude painful. Boils here and there indi- 
cate pus and bad blood, but what probably is 
the worst sign of all is the frequent cough- 
ing.

AsI said yes- 
terday, I can repeat to-day, the’ official en- 
couragements have no foundation.

A late writer, 
enumerating the reasons why the art of 
moving through the air has been so slowly 
perfected, declares thatthe principal one is 
the discovery of the balloon, with the princi- 
ple that something lighter than the air must 
be used for rising init. He claims this to be 
the wrong idea, exempifies itin the case of 
birds, and says that it would be a good thing 
if the balloon had never been thought of. 
The balloon, however, has been a favorite, 
and there are many who still suppose it to be 
capable of great things. It owes its invention 
to the discovery of Peter and Joseph Mont- 
rollier, sons o ob. etd dealer at Annonay, 
near Lyons. Several years before, Prof. Black, 
siving & course of lectures at Edinburgh, 
hud stated that a light globe or ball tilled 
with oxygen would rise in the air. The 
Montgolfiers knew nothing about hydrogen 
and used the hot air principle. OnJune 5, 
1783, the first ascension was made,a hot air 
palloon, 105 feet in diameter, going up from 
Annonay. Nobody went up andthe bag fell 
neur Lyons. The news spread abroad, 
and another balloon was soon built at Paris 
‘by two brothers named Roberts under the 
superintendence of Mr. Charies, afterwards 
a member of the French Academy. Uydro- 
“en Was substituted for hot air. The ma- 
«hine rose on the 27th of August, 1783, and 
fell after halfan hour’s trip near Gonnesse, 
exciting the utmost consternation 
among the residents of the village. 
Aes the huge monster lay in a corn field, slow- 
'y heaving from the motion of the escaping 
vas, the priest and villagers gathered around, 
cach afraid to approach the demon, as it was 
regarded to be. The priest declared that its 
skin was of the hue and texture of some ter- 
rible monster. Finally a brave young man 
stood at a safe distance and riddled the 
‘“heast” with bullets. After all 
motion bad ceased, the supposed 
carcass Was dragged off by horses. The two 
bulloons mentioned were sent up without any 
occupants. Joseph Montgoliier had sent up 
1 couple of balloons in the presence of Louis 
\VI.. in which he bad placed animals, 
many of whom ianded safely. In October, 
i7~3, Pilatre de Rozier astonished the King, 
the court and the Parisians generaily by 
proposing to takea balloon voyage himscelf. 
ious NVI. refused to consent. After a while 
he said he would permit the experiment to 
tried, but that ne would allow nobody but 
‘rininals condemned to death to make it. De 
ltozier protested and declared that such an 
honor should not be given to murderers. The 
J\ing at last consented, thanks to the inter- 
cession of the Duchess de Polignac, and the 
intrepid young man was allowed to make the 
ittem pt. On the ioth of Oc- 
tober, 1785, accompanied by _ the 
Marquis Orlandes, he arose from the Chateau 
sie ia Muette, passed over Paris and landed 
<ifely in the suburbs near the boulevard. 
The matter excited the greatest interest 
throughout Europe. De flozier was a hero. 
lle had risen toa height of %,000 fect, and 
iad remained in the air about twenty min- 


utes. Tendays later Messrs. Charles and 
fiobert made a_ successful voyage. 
Le Rozier was aievery intrepid 


seronaut and repeated his trips very fre- 
«juently, He took his last journey on June 
15, 1785, two years after his first ascent. He 
had formed tle plan of crossing the channel 
from Boulogne to Dover. Hisscheme was to 
have a double balloon. Toa lobe thirty-seven 
feet in diameter,and filled with hydrogen,was 
suspended a hot air balloon of ten feet diam- 
eter, the basket being affixed to the latter. 
De Rozier’s idea was that by increasing or 
decreasipg the fire under the hot air bal- 
loon he eould contro] the rising and falling 
of the machine without wasting gas by al- 
lowing it to escape for these purposes. De 
iiezier and M. P, A. Remaine arose from 
Boulognein the presence of an immense 
crowd. The balloon acted nicely and rese 
rapidly to a considerable length. Just as it 
neared the sea-shore a flash was seen and the 
whole affair was seen tojbe atire. The un- 
foitunate aeronants fell a distance of 3,000 
feet, andthe mangled corpses was picked up 
by the spectators. De Rozier was only twen- 
ty-cight-years of age. Juned, 1784, Me. 
"Thible, the first female seronant, made a trip 


from Lyons in the presence of 
King Gustavus Adolphus of Swe- 
dlen, alixhting without accident. 


The first Englishwoman who went up was 
Mrs. Sage, whoaccompanied Mr. Beggin in 
his trip June 29, 1750. The largest hot air 
balloon everconstructed left Lyons on June 
i), 1784. It was 100 feetin diameter, 150 feet 
high, with a capacity of half a mil- 
lion cubie feet. It went up with 
Joseph Montgoltier, Pilatre de Rozier 
and five ° noblemen in the car. 
‘The monster remained twenty minutes in the 
air, the trip being without accident. The 
-econd trip when men entrusted themselves 
te the treacherous basket was on December 
i, 1783. Everybody was excited over De 
tozvier’s frst trip and the enthusiasm ran 
high. Messrs. Robert and Charles left Paris, 
snd after they had descended Charles took 
the balloon up again without any ballast. 

In July, 1784, Mr. Robert again left Paris, 
accompanied by the Duc ge Chartres (Louis 
Philippe’s father-in-law) and other gentle- 
men. The balloon was of hydrogen, and 
Within it was another filled with air. The 
small balloon blocked up the neck ofthe 
larger one, and when the usual og eeereipy 
which occurs asthe balloon arises, began to 
luke place, the eas had no _ vent 
for escape, and the result wus 
that the bay was in great danger of explod- 
ing, ut a height of 5,100 feet, when the Duke 
reached up with the pole of one of the ban- 
ners and succeeded in tearing the canvas gin 
several places, thus allowing place for eseape 
and preVentiny a catastrophe. InJanuary,178), 
Mr. Blanchard and Dr. Jeffries crossed from 
Dover to Calais in avery large balioon. The 
journey Was yery perilous. For some reason 
the gas did not escape, and the voyagers with 
-reat difficulty kept themselves afloat. They 
ihrew out everything they had, to prevent 
ulighting in the water. They land- 
ed in the Forest of Guiennes.

Every one recalls Donaldson’s trip and his 
almost remarkable escapes in Connecticut.

Wise was the most celebrated of balloonists. 

In 1874, the New York Graphic proposed to 
furnish him a balloon to cross the Atiantic.The 
balloon was to be very large and to hold 590,- 
000 cubic feet of gas. 1t was finished and 


partially inflated, when Wise declared 
the material not suitable, and 
refused to embark. The scheme was 


then given up, although it has been frequent- 
ly talked of since. Inthe year 1579, Prof. 
Wise and C. E. Burr,a young man well 
known.1n this city, left Lindell Park and met 
| with a disaster. Wise was never seen again. 
Burr’s body was found some weeks after- 
wards on the shores of Lake Michigan and 
brought back to the city. Since Wise’s 
death ballooning has fallenin favor in. the 
United States and has not been much at- 
tempted. :

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DEAD TO THE WORLD. 


Fifteen Young Ladies Enter the Cen- 
vent of the Good Shepherd. 


The Singular Ceremonies of Their 
Admission Detailed. - 


Some.Notes on the Noblest Charity in 


the Catholic Church. 


A most interesting ceremony took place 
this morning at the Convent of the Good 
Shepherd, on Seventeenth and Pine streets, 
wherein fifteen young ladies, many of whom 
are very well known throughout the city, sol- 
emniy vowed themselves to the service of 
the Lord. The'nameof the order strictly is 
the Daughters of our Lady of Charity of the 
Good Shepherd. The work done by this 


Sisterhood in St. Louis is too well 
known to need lengthened com- 
ment here. Their mission is 


among fallen women. whom they snatch out 
of the street, and evenout of the gutter, 


back to reformation and honest lives. The 
institution is a reformatory oilicered by the 
flower of the Catholic maidenhood of the 
West, and the thoroughness and charity with 
which it does its great work commend it 
not alone to Catholics, but to people of all 
creeds. The Convent on Seventeenth street 
is the mother house of the West. It con- 
tains eighty of the Sisters, ladies who have 


abandoned home and family to 
rescue their sisters from shame, 
and sixty-nine Magdalens, or Iwomen 


who, having been rescued, have preferred to 
stay with the nuns rather than again return 
to the world which has used them so illy. 
These take vows and constitute a subordin- 
ate sisterhood. There are 170 penitents in 
the bouse, ranging from 12 to 70 years. These 
are the females for whom most of the work of 
the orderis done, the helpless ones wiose 
battle of life is being fought forthem. There 
are 114 **Preservates’’—children picked up 
off the streets and out of the slums, wicked 
little savages, who for the tirst time 
in their short _jives find here 
somebody to love and care 
for them. The Angel Guardian class of 
31 children, of respectable parentage, sent 
here to select school, completes the roster of 
464 inmates of the house. 

To the work so ably carried on fifteen fresh 
helpers were added this morning by young 
ladies who vowed themselves to the work. 
At half-past nine, Bishop Ryan, attended by 
Fathers Hughes and Chambers, of the Society 
of Jesus, began the ceremony of admission. 
The ladies who made the first vows were, 
Miss Maggie Doran, of St. Louis, who took 
the\name in religion of Sister Mary ofthe 
ef Marv; Miss Nora Feehery, 
of Hdina, Mo., who becomes Sister Mary of. 
St. Emiliana; Miss Mary Barr, of St. Louis, 
who becomes Sister Mary of St. Irmina; Miss 
Mary Feehery, of Edina, who becomes Sister 
Mary of St. Tharsilla; Miss Agnes Scullin, 
of New York, who becomes Sister Mary of 
St. Beatrix; Miss Lizzie Ford, of Chicago, 
who becomes Sister Mary of St. Modesta: 
Miss Mary E. Barton, of St. Louis, who be- 
comes Sister Mary of the Holy Name of Mary. 
The ladies who took their final vows to-day 
were Miss Rourke, of St. Louis, in religion 
Sister Mary of the Epiphany; Miss Loyd, of 
St. Paul, in religion Sister Mary of St. Val- 
eria; Miss Grace, of St. Louis, in re- 
ligion Sister Mary of Loretto; Miss Quinn, 
ot Chicago,in religion Sister Mary of St. 
Angelica; Miss Hennessey, of Chicago, in re- 
ligion Sister Mary of St. Anna; Miss Walsh, 
of St. Paul, in religion Sister Mary of St. 
Genevieve; Miss Deran, of St. Louis, in re- 
ligion Sister Mary de Bon Secour; Miss 
hitzpatrick, of St. Paul, in religion Sister 
Mary of St. Julietta. 

The ceremony of admitting the first seven 
ladies to the order was solemnized first, the 
consecration of the remaining eigbt came 


later. The Bishop, vested in surplice, stole 
and cope, blessed the habit, which the nuns 
were to wear, all seven of which 
were laid upon a credence 


table before him, while the hymn “Ave 
Maris Stella” was sung by the choristers. The 
Kishop then blessed a candle with an appro- 
priate praver for each postulant, and each 
kissed the candle as it was given to her. Then 
the Bishop and his assistants retired to the 
vestry and put on the vestments for the sol- 
emn mass of Beata of the first class. After 
the hymn ‘‘Veni Creator,” Father Hughes 
preacbed a sermon on the birth of the Virgin 
Mary, comparing the new religious birth of 
the ladies before him to the Mother’s. 

The Bishop next came forward again, and 
stahding with his head uncovered demanded: 
“My daughters, what do you ask? The 

ostulants replied, “My lord, we solicit the 
1abit of this holv house.’

A BRICKYARD BRAWL. 


Henry Saller Says He Killed Anton 
Fisher in Self-Defense. 


At about twenty minutes past 7 o’clock last 
evening Anton Fisher was killed at the brick- 
yard of Hochemever & Repking, on Sidney 
and Cambria streets. The man, or rather 
boy, who dealt the death-producing blow, 
was Henry Saller,a youth about 17 years of age. 
At about 7:30 Sailer entered the Gate street 


police station and told Officer Schmit that he 
bad had trouble with Anton Fisher, or 
“Drunken <Anton,’” as the man is 
called in the neighborhood: he — said 
that blows had been exchanged, that 
some brickbats had been thrown, 
and that Fisher had fallen forward upon the 
ground as he (Saller) ran outofthe vard. 
Saller was aceordingly locked up, and soon a 
telegram came down from Lafayette Park 
Station directing thathe be held, as Fisker 
was dead. The boy’s story of the fatal affair 
isin substance as follows: ‘I am an ‘off- 
bearer’ Jat Hoenemeyer & Rep king’s brick- 
vard. Itis my duty to wbeel the bricks from 
the place where they are moulded and place 
them upon the ground todryinthe sun. In 
the yard is a ditch which I have to cross on a 
plank. Ihadmy wheelbarrow loaded with 
moulds, and was about to cross this plank, 
when Fisher took hold of it and began to haul 
it away. I told him to stop, bnt he 
paid no attention, and so 1 seized the 
other end of the plank to prevent him. Then 
Fisher dropped the plank and struck me on 
the forehead with his fist. I hurled a brick at 
him and he hit me again, this time on the 
Shoulder. Several bricks were then thrown 
in rapid succession and I turned and ran,but 
just as I passed under the shed I glanced 
back and saw Fisher fall on his face.’’ Otticer 
McCune, who walks the beat where the diffi- 
culty occurred, substantiates the. boy’s story. 
Joseph Tonguies, who witnessed the fight, 
says that the brick struck Fisher in the left 


breast. Drs. Grimes and Hurleburt were 
immediately snmmoned, but Fisher was 
quite dead when they arrived, 
and was accordingly removed to 
the Morgue. Fisher leaves a_ wife 
and two little daughters. Neither of the 


men bore a bad reputation. Fisher had been 
drinking during the afternoon,and it is proba- 
ble that to whisky and a momentary burst of 
passion he owes his death. Later in the 
evening Saller was taken to Soulard street 
station by- Officer Maher and iocked up for 
the night. Saller seid that he had never been 
arrested before, and almost broke down when 
me hand-cuffs were placed upon him by the 
oftlicer.

TOTALLY DESTROYED. 


The Mullanphy Planing Mill Burned 
to the Ground. 


Where last evening stood the Mullanphy 
Planing Mill, at Mullanmphy and Tenth 
streets, this morning there is only a mass of 
burned and blackened ruins. Nearly all the 
workmen at the mill left at 6 p. m., and Pri- 
vate Watchman Wettneber had just gone on 
duty forthe night. He was passing through 
the building to see that everything wasin 
order, When he discovered a little blaze ina 
small bunch of kindling wood, directly 
beneath the mouth of the shaft through 


which the! shavings from the surrounding 
machinery were carried to the dump outside. 
He immediately sprang for a coil of hose 
that hung near by, and, while getting;it in 
readiness for use, called loudly for aid. Two 
teamsters who chanced to be passing andthe 
Shipping clork, who was still at the mill, 
came to his assistance, but before they could 
bring a stream to bear the tire had darted up 
the shaft, forming an irresistible current and 
carrying the flames to the floors and roof 
above. Asthe flames burst from the win- 
dows and roof, Schulenburg & DBoeck- 
eier’s § watchman, Wieble saw them 
and turned on an alarm from box 348. When 
the Fire Department arrived on the ground 
it was very manifest that the building could 
not be saved and the main efforts were put 
forth in confining the flames and saving the 
lumber in the yards about the mill. The 
structure was on fire from ground to roof be- 
fore the alarm was sounded, and nothing 
could avail to save it. The Salvage Corps 
made an effort to save some of the stock 
nearest the door, but the intense heat drove 
them back. The signal was given at 6:46, and 
at o’clock all but the Mound City engine 
returned to their houses. 

The building, which covered 100x155 feet, 
was a plainj two-story brick. To the south 
of the main structure was an 80x130 addi- 
tion in course of construction, upon which 
about $4,000 had been expended. The Mul- 
lanphy Planing ¢Mill Company consisting of 
i. Lohse, presidentjand superintendent, and 
Messre. H. H. Bueltman, F. Rose, Wm. Piel 
and Henry Griese. Their loss is variously 
estimated at from }40,000 to $80,000. On the 
building there was $10,000, insurance, on the 
machinery and fixtures $10,000, and $4,000, 
on stock. One hundred§jand twenty-five men 
were employed at the Mullanphy Mill, but 
as the Company will immediately rebuild 
they. will not long be unemployed.
